Results Of All Experiments Was A 
Striking Lesson in Feeding Ani­ 
mal Protein To Balance Ration 


A borne grown supplement to corn 
for fattening hogs, just as efficient 
as tankage, 
or 
other 
commercial 
products, was the big feature brought 
out at the second annual 
“ Swine 
B a y ” at Purdue, University, Sept. 
29. 
The visitors, between 500 and 
600, representing a third of the In d ­ 
iana counties, found they could feed 
a mineral mixture with ground or 
whole soybeans, and obtain results 
which compare favorably with the 
commercially 
prepared supplement 
in rate of gain and at a lower cost. 
Results of cxpermiental work in 
feeding 
the different lots of 
hogs 
were explained to the men and women 
on the university hog farm as the 
porkers 
in the various lots 
were 
brought in for inspection. 
The lot 
receiving the mineral mixture, com­ 
posed of 10 parts wood ashes, 10 
parts acid phosphate, and one part 
common salt by weight, with soy­ 
beans and shelled corn, was the out­ 
standing bunch of len head in all 
the lots. 


The pigs showed a better growth 
averaging 210 pounds. The corn and 
tankage lot was fa t and ready for 
market at a weight of 208 pounds. 
The mineral fed lot was in good 
market condition but possessed a

Superiority of Fall Selected 


The superiority of fall 
selected 
and )>ro]wrlv stored seed com has 
been demonstrated the 
last 
three 
seasons in the corn 
testing 
work . 
carried on in the county. The te^t 
told the story a» to 
whether 
the 
seed was «adeHed and 
dried 
out 
thoroughly before it was injured by , 


freezing, or whether it was selected 
after having l»een somewhat 
dam­ 
aged bv cold weather. Early selec­ 
tion of seed and proper storage was 
found to mean a high 
percent of 
germination and strong vitality. 
Now is the time to look to selec­ 
tion of •'eed com, while the stalk is 
stall more or less green. By selecting 
at this time it is j>ossible to select 
fully matured cars from stalks that 
are healthv 
and 
vigorous, 
thus 


avoiding the use of seed from dis- 
eased or prematurely ripened stalks. 
Method of stormy is more import­ 
ant than time of selection as far as 
the germination and vitality is coii-^ 
cerned, and the way a few bunches 
of seed tested out last spring indi­ 
cates that farmers would do well to 
watch the method of storing of seed 
com closely. There was a case or 
two where field selected seed proved 
of inferior vitality because it had rot 


been properly stored. It was either 
piled up too closely or was storec 
in a place that was poorly ventilat­ 
ed. For fyest results seed should lie 
hung up so that the ears will not 
come in emit a <;t with each other anc 
in a room that can lie opened an< 
aired thoroughly.

F o r most families a hot lied as 
larse as six feet will provide an ab­ 
undance of lettuce and radishes for 
winter use. 
Select a well protected spot where 
it is possible to gel all the available 
sunlight. 
Dig a pit about 18 inches 
deep and the size and shape of the 
«a-h which are to be used. Place a 
fram e o4er this with a slope so when 
the -ash is placed on top, it will give 
a slope sufficient to allow the -un to 
shine on most of the bed and also 
drain off the water. A fram e wiht the 
front six inches above the ground 
and the back or north side 12 inches 
high will give (lie required slope. 
into the pit of fresh horse manure 
should be throughly tramped. 
The 
manure should come within lti inches 
of the top of tie* side of the fram e, 
or about 12 inches from the top of 
t lie gla^s. 
Upon this lour inches of 
rich lno-t* garden -oil should Ik* p lac­ 


ed. The soil should be racked level.
